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Elba Water and Electric Board 
votes to accept $4.4 million loan 
and $1 millon grant from USDA 
for water system improvements

The Elba Water and Elec- 
tric Board received word 
Monday, Sept. 23, that it 
had been approved for a 
$4.4 million loan and $1 
million grant from USDA, 
if the board chose to accept 
it. The catch. .the board had 
less than 24 hours to make a 
decision. 

The Water and Electric 
Board applied for the 
USDA grant months ago, 
and officials said they had 
been waiting to hear back 
ever since. On Monday, a 
phone call to city and water 
and electric board officials 
revealed the details of what 
Elba had been approved for 
by USDA; however, an an- 
swer was needed immedi- 
ately they were told. 

Fortunately, the Elba 
Water and Electric Board 
has its regular meeting set 
for Monday night, and they 
were able to address the 
issue in that meeting. 

It was not an easy deci- 
sion to make, however, be- 
cause ultimately, it means 
an increase in water rates for 
Elba’s 1,800 customers. Yet, 
it also means infrastructure 
projects that Elba’s water 
system desperately needs 
could be handled at one 
time instead of being spread 
out over the next several 
years. Also, the USDA loan 
would be offered at a low 
interest rate over a 38-year 
period. 

Board chairman Tim 
Johnson explained Monday 
night to board members that 
they basically had two op- 
tions. One: the board could 
accept the USDA loan and 
grant and that would pro- 
vide enough funds to allow 
the water department to 
complete several needed 
projects; or Two: the board 
could reject the USDA pro- 
posal and borrow $1 million 
to fund the necessary-now 
project of replacing water 
meters and include replace- 
ment of electric meters in 
that loan. This would be a 
shorter 10-year loan at a 
3.75 percent interest rate. 

Either way, an increase in 
water fees would be immi- 
nent for customers as the 
city has not had a water rate 
increase in many years, of- 
ficials discussed. 

“Rates are going to have 


to increase to cover the 
costs. That is a given,” 
Johnson said to board 
members as they visibly 
battled the decision of 
which would be the best 
way to go for the city. 
“While I don’t relish the 
thought of the debt, we are 
going to have to pay for this 
stuff at one point in the near 
future any way.” 

The board contacted proj- 
ect engineer DeAnn Gran- 
tham via telephone during 
the meeting to allow board 
members to ask questions to 
Grantham about the projects 
Elba is facing and allow her

The Elba City Council 
passed the Fiscal Year 2020 
budget during its meeting 
Monday night, a $3.9 mil- 
lion document for antici- 


pated revenues and 
expenditures. 
Mayor Mickey Murdock 


said the expected opera- 


- tional revenues would be 
$3,662,380. With restrictive” 


revenues, the total expected 
revenues for the year would 
be $3,982,380. Anticipated 
operational expenses would 
be $3,657,814 with non-op- 
erational expenses and debt 
retirement of $390,723. The 
budget indicates revenues 
are expected to exceed ex- 
penditures by $4,566. 

The fiscal year budget 
does have funds figured in 
for employee raises up to 
three percent; however, 
raises are dependent upon 
employee evaluations at 
his/her anniversary date. 

The mayor did note the 
new budget overall was 
very similar to the previous 
year in regards to funding. 

Council members voted 
unanimously to approve the 
FY2020 budget as pre- 
sented following a motion 
by council member Tom 
Maddox and a second from 
council member A R Wil- 
liams. 

The council voted to ap- 
prove a motion to allow the 
mayor to enter into an 
agreement for a new CAD 
[Computer-Aided Dispatch] 
System contract for the Elba 
Police Department. This isa 
joint contract between the 
City of Elba, Coffee 
County, and E911. 

According to the contract, 
Coffee County E911 would 
supply the first $30,000 to 


get the new system up and 


going, and then Elba and 
Coffee County would each 
pay $30,141 for the system. 

The motion to allow the 
mayor to enter into this 
agreement on behalf of the 
city was made by council 
member Tom Maddox with 
a second from council 


member A R Williams. It 
passed unanimously. 

A follow-up look at the 
329 Brunson Circle prop- 
erty that had been deemed 
as an unsafe property by 
Code Enforcement officer 
William Worthington came 
up again during Monday 
evening’s meeting. The 
matter had been postponed 
30 days from a meeting in 
August to allow the prop- 
erty owner more time to ad- 
dress the issue. 

Matt Brunson, speaking 
on behalf of his mother 
Nancy Brunson, the prop- 
erty owner, said the home is 
not presently rented and his 
mother does not plan to rent 
it. He said that property cur- 
rently is only being used for 
storage. 

Brunson described sev- 
eral things he said that had 
been done to the property 
over the past month to 
hopefully address some of 
the concerns for that prop- 
erty; however, he said the 
roof and walls are intact. 

“We ask that it not be torn 


the property earlier on Mon- 
day and from what he could 
tell he did not see where 
anything had been done to 
the property other than yard 
maintenance. 

Council member Jane 
Brunson asked Mr. Brunson 
had they gotten a licensed 
contractor to look at the 
property during the past 30 
days.

There has been a massive public relations type flooding of 
the news media recently over the dangers of smoking e-cig- 
arettes (or vaping). We expect this to ultimately lead to 
some sort of restrictions on the e-cigarette itself or maybe 
tight restrictions on the flavor additives that are at present 
largely unregulated. Last weekend we were reading news 
of a medical study that indicates the heating of some of the 
various flavorings in the e-cigarettes causes terrible lung 
damage when the hot fumes from the flavored e-cigarettes 
become toxic and can kill cells lining airways. We don’t 
know which side of this issue the tobacco companies are 
on, but this unfolding saga has a long way to go before 
things are actually resolved, even as respiratory illnesses 
and deaths continue to increase. 


Political fund raising is no true gauge of political success. 
Back in the middle of the summer we saw some polling 
numbers compared with fund raising. The charts did not in- 
clude personal funds ‘loaned’ to the individual’s campaigns 
nor Senators transferring millions from their legislative 
ware chests. In the Democrat field Buttigieg with 1% to 6% 
support in different polls but is number three in fundraising 
with $32 million. Democrat John Delaney of Maryland has 
put a whopping $24 million dollars of his own money into 
his campaign and barely holding on to any votes. The Dem- 
ocrat candidates as a group had reported $281 million in 
campaign contributions (up by $63 million over what was 
raised four years go by Democrat candidates. At the same 
time Republican President Trump had raised $124 million 
and already spent $75 million of it. 


Gov. Kay Ivey has been very open with her ongoing treat- 
ment for lung cancer. “God is Good” she said publicly re- 
cently and added that treatments are ongoing and “it's a 
good prognosis.” We admire her for being so open with her 
personal and very private life. Of course it is a slap in the 
face to that very active social media group that gets great 
pleasure and actually thrives on ‘whispering’ such infor- 
mation they have heard or read elsewhere on the internet. 


Between 2015 and 2017, Alabama’s football program gen- 
erated $134 million in average annual revenues with $61 
million in average annual profits. That was only fifth in the 
nation! Auburn topped out at $117 million average revenue 
and $64 million profit. It is probably common knowledge 
that college sports is a lucrative business but . . . it is hard 
to wrap our arms and brain around those numbers for just 
one university sports team. It brings back an incident in our 
life years ago and sheds light on the closing comment we 
heard. At some sort of long meeting at the University of Al- 
abama, oh probably back in the seventies or early eighties, 
we walked out into the hall to get a soft drink and maybe a 
cookie from the refreshment table. The then president of the 
university had the same idea about the same time. Well the 
story was that the football coach (a real nice straight arrow) 
was on his way out and we didn’t like that idea and said so 
to the big man. His response was, “Ferrin I agree with ev- 
erything you just said, but remember I have a university to 
run and that takes money. Winning football teams generate 
money and lots of it.” We knew right then than that our good 
words about the coach was hitting a brick wall and sure 
enough in a couple of months he was gone. 


We have heard all the recent talk surrounding the Elba foot- 
ball program. Any action or inaction prompted from these 
much-publicized events will be the decision of the school 
superintendent and school board. They are burdened with 
educating our children and they then must make the hard 
decisions. They meet Monday morning at 9:00 a.m. in a 
special meeting and we assume it is to address this issue. 
Our prayers are with all concerned.

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History comes to Troy University with special exhibition

Troy University will host 
an exhibition from The 
Remnant Trust from Sep- 
tember through the end of 
November. The artifacts and 
books included afford an 
opportunity for Alabamians 
to see some history. 

Founded in 1999, The 
Remnant Trust is a founda- 
tion dedicated to preserving 
items important to the his- 
tory of individual freedom 
and human dignity. Part- 
nered with Texas Tech Uni- 
versity since 2014, the Trust 
has a collection of over 
1,400 documents for re- 
search and exhibitions like 
the one coming to Troy Uni- 
versity. The Troy exhibit 
will include items from an- 
cient Greece and the Middle 
East, early editions of 
Shakespeare, Newton and 
Tocqueville, and documents 
like the Magna Carta, Dec- 
laration of Independence, 
and Emancipation Procla- 
mation. 

The exhibition also fea- 
tures some classic eco- 
nomics books. To help 
understand their signifi- 
cance and contemporary 
relevance, the Johnson 
Center is pleased to bring 
two nationally-renowned 
scholars to Troy. 

Our first scholar, visiting 
on September 24, was Dr. 
James Otteson of Wake For- 
est University. Dr. Otteson 
is an expert on Adam Smith 
and author of What Adam 
Smith Knew. Adam Smith, 
the founder of economics, 
wrote An Inquiry into the 
Nature and Causes of the 
Wealth of Nations in 1776,

expounding on (among 
other topics) the source of 
prosperity and the nature of 
the market economy. 

When Smith wrote, the 
Mercantilists dominated 
policy in England and 
France. The Mercantilists 
viewed gold as wealth and 
colonial empires as the way 
to build national gold 
stocks. By exporting more 
than importing (running a 
trade surplus), a nation 
could accumulate gold. Eu- 
ropeans would pay for Eng- 
lish goods with gold, 
increasing England’s gold 
holdings. Colonies allowed 
the mother country to avoid 
importing raw materials. 

As Smith explained, a na- 
tion is prosperous because 
its citizens enjoy a high 
standard of living, not be- 
cause it has the most gold. 
Ultimately production and 
consumption matter. Pres- 
ident Trump seemingly 
holds Mercantilist ideas re- 
garding a trade surplus. 

Furthermore, Smith 
showed how market institu- 
tions are the products of 
human action but not 
human design, or sponta- 
neous orders. Smith’s meta- 
phor of an invisible hand 
guiding people’s actions de- 
scribes this beautifully. 
People act in their self-in- 
terest in impossibly compli- 
cated ways. 

Spontaneous order ex- 
plains why economists or 
government officials cannot 
plan or control our econ- 
omy. Politicians who think, 
mistakenly, that someone 
designed our entire finan- 
cial system will think that 
they can restructure it with 


no adverse consequences. 

On November 12, we will 
host Dr. Daniel Jacobson of 
the University of Michigan, 
a scholar of 19 Century 
British political economist 
John Stuart Mill. Mill’s On 
Liberty provides a classic 
case for freedom of speech 
and inquiry. The souring of 
so many political and intel- 
lectual figures on free 
speech makes Mill’s argu- 
ments important today. 

Mill offered two argu- 
ments for free speech. The 
first was the importance of 
free inquiry as a means of 
learning the truth, or the 
idea of a marketplace of 
ideas. The second was the 
potential for abuse of re- 
strictions on speech. Free 
inquiry will always upset 
government leaders, who 
never like being told they 
are wrong. Furthermore, 
criticism can spark defiance 
of political authority. 

Some commentators 
might dismiss The Remnant 
Trust project as Western 
cultural hegemony. I do not 
find the Trust’s mission to 
preserve our heritage of “in- 
dividual liberty and human 
dignity” ethnocentric. The 
Troy University exhibit in- 
cludes the Torah, the Quran, 
and the Morals of Con- 
fucius. 

More significantly, I have 


- met persons from across the 


globe in my years as a stu- 
dent and faculty member. 
People generally want 
better lives for themselves 
and their families; the dig- 
nity and value. of individ- 
uals are human, not 
Western, values. Unfor- 
tunately, human history also

This event led to a great 
transformation for the Army 
Reserve: the establishment 
of the Caribbean Geo- 
graphic Command, which 
added five new units to the 
ist MSC, unifying them 
under the Garita patch. 

“T thank each and every 
Soldier for their hard work 
and dedication to the Ist 
MSC, the Army, and each 
other,” said Shultz. She 
highlighted the command’s 
groundbreaking work in the 
aftermath of the hurricanes, 
by “mobilizing and demo- 
bilizing at your home sta- 
tion in order to perform a 
critical Defense Support to 
Civil Authorities opera- 
tion.” 

Maj. Gen. Kenneth D. 
Jones, Commanding Gen- 
eral for the 81st Readiness 
Division, described Shultz 
as the “right leader, at the 
right time, to lead this com- 
mand.” 

Meanwhile, Sgt. Maj. 
Julio Linares, the com- 
mand’s Operations Sergeant 
Major, summed up Shultz” 
leader characteristics in one 
word: ethics.

On 2008, he 
assumed command of the 
402nd Civil Affairs Batta- 
lion, back then located in 
Tonawanda, N.Y. Six 
months later, the battalion 
was relocated to the island 
and Jurasek’s outstanding 
leadership ensured that the 
unit was ready to deploy to 
the Horn of Africa.

People who belong to this world are more 
clever in dealing with their peers than are people who be- 
long to the light. I tell you, use worldly wealth to make 
friends for yourselves so that when it’s gone, you will be 
welcomed into the eternal homes. 

“Whoever is faithful with little is also faithful with much, 
and the one who is dishonest with little is also dishonest 
with much. If you haven’t been faithful with worldly 
wealth, who will trust you with true riches? If you haven’t 
been faithful with someone else’s property, who will give 
you your own? No household servant can serve two 
masters. Either you will hate the one and love the other, or 
you will be loyal to the one and have contempt for the other. 
You cannot serve God and wealth.” Luke 16:1-13 CEB 

In this story, the manager is brought in by his boss, the 
rich landowner, to be fired. We don’t know the reason for 
the firing, but we do know that this is a meaningful moment 
of self-reflection for the manager. Something in him 
changes as he realizes that he had spent all his time trying 
to satisfy an insatiable person. He begins to self-reform as 
he reexamines himself, his own selfishness and his alle- 
giances. In his newfound clarity, he finds a way to elevate 
the circumstances of the poor, peasant farmers. He chooses 
to stand in solidarity with them, hoping that they will accept 
him back into community. 


How often do we form relationships and make decisions 


based on what someone else can do for us? In Christ’s king- 
dom we are called to a new and better way. We exist to serve 
with no expectation of reward or reciprocation. We are 
called to help, protect and advocate for people in distress. 
This new arrangement will cost us: status, possessions, time 
and wealth. However, we will gain so much more as we be- 
come aligned with Christ’s purpose, mission and eternal 
perspective.

For what it is worth.... 


*** The Elba Tigers jumped out to a lopsided 31-6 half- 
time lead and survived a furious third quarter rally by Flo- 
rala to post a wild 61-34 road win over the Wildcats. Elba 
was in complete command in the first half and appeared 
ready to coast in with the win, but the combination of mis- 
takes by the Tigers and a never-say-die attitude by the Wild- 
cats led to a three-touchdown swing, and the Tigers had to 
regain command late to turn back the rally and claim their 
fourth straight win. 

The Elba offense had a big night running the football 
and rolled up over 300 yards on the ground, led by a 188- 
yard performance by Collin Harrison, while Ja’Quez Prince 
had a hand in five Tiger touchdowns as he ran for two 
touchdowns, passed for one, returned a kickoff 99 yards for 
one, and returned an interception 31 yards for another. The 
defense had problems in the secondary guarding the Wildcat 
receivers and surrendered over 300 yards in total offense, 
but came up with three turnovers and after the third quarter 
lapse and regained command. 

It certainly wasn’t the prettiest win of the season, but it 
was win #4 for the Tigers and hopefully will give them 
some momentum heading into a three-game swing that in- 
cludes two undefeated teams and the four-time defending 
region champ. 

Oh yea, last week’s trip to Florala was the first for an 
Elba Tiger football team since way back in 1966 and was 
only the third time the two teams had met on the gridiron 
in the past 44 years. If anybody knows what stopped the 
series years ago, please drop me a line. There has to be a 
reason that two schools only thirty miles apart don’t get to- 
gether every season and build an annual rivalry! 

*** Tt was a pretty good week for the teams in the area 
as Kinston won its first game of the season, Zion Chapel 
evened its record at 2-2.and Brantley remained unbeaten 
and ended a four-game losing streak to Georgiana at the 
same time. Here’s a quick look back.... 

** Kinston rushed for over 400 yards and came up with 
seven turnovers in a lopsided 52-14 region win over Red 
Level. The Bulldogs had two runners combine for 330 yards 
and five scores, and totally dominated a region opponent 
that was coming off a five-win year and was picked to battle 
for a playoff berth. Don’t look now, but these Bulldogs are 
much better than many fans realize and will only get better. 

** Zion Chapel bolted out to a 40-0 halftime lead and 
coasted in with a big 47-0 region win over winless Calhoun. 
The Rebels could have come out flat after being shut out in 
their last two games, but instead took charge from the open- 
ing possession and never let up as they posted an important 
region win. It was a game the Rebels were supposed to win, 
and they did just that in fine fashion. 

** Brantley continued to light up the scoreboard in a 
big 61-28 region win over four-time defending region 
champ Georgiana. The Bulldogs did have to turn back a 
Georgiana rally after taking a big early lead; however, they 
never lost command and showed once again that they may 
very well be a stat¢ title contender in the 1A ranks. There 
are some tough games left on Brantley’s schedule, but for 
now the “Dogs are on a roll. 

** New Brockton was looking to claim a much needed 
region road win last week in a clash with undefeated 
Goshen, but struggled on defense with the Eagle quarter- 
back and was never able to gain any momentum in a 42-16 
loss. The Gamecocks have been able to hang only one win 
on the board through five weeks of play, and’must regroup 
and focus just on the remainder of the season if they hope 
ta survive and make the playoffs. 

*** Tt was a high scoring week for the high school foot- 
ball teams across the state as 44 teams scored in the 40’s, 
32 teams scored in the 50’s, 10 teams scored in the 60’s, 
one team scored in the 70’s and one team scored in the 80’s. 
Geneva County scored almost at will as it scored all its 71 
points in the first half in a win over Barbour County, while 
American Christian crossed the goalline twelve times in an 
84-point explosion in a win over Montevallo. At the mid- 

way point of the season, 35 teams are averaging over 40 
points per game, while six are averaging over 50 points per 
game and one team (Mars Hill) is averaging 61.3 points per 
game.

Elba Tigers outscore Florala 61-34

The Elba Tigers pulled ahead early and then pulled away 
late to claim an important 61-34 region win over the Florala 
Wildcats, Friday night at Florala. 

Elba turned the ball over on a pass interception on its ini- 
tial possession, but got the ball back on a fumble recovery 
by Chrystyile Caldwell at the Florala 17-yardline and in 
five plays was on the scoreboard. Ja’Quez Prince rushed 
for 10 yards on three carries and scored the Tiger touch- 
down on a I-yard sneak up the middle, and Carson Wise 
turned a low snap on the extra-point try into two points as 
Elba went on top 8-0 with 5:27 left in the first quarter. 

Elba began its next offensive series at the Florala 27- 
yardline after a pass interception by Omarion Terry, and 
this time it took three plays to get back in the endzone. The 
Tiger touchdown came on a 27-yard pass from Ja’Quez 
Prince to Chrystyile, and Iverson Lane added the extra 
point as Elba’s lead grew to 15-0 with 3:26 remaining in 
the quarter. 

Florala had turned the ball over on two of its initial three 
possessions of the game, but managed to hold onto the ball 
on its ensuing possession and went 79 yards in six plays to 
cut into the Elba lead. Rashad Coleman completed two 
passes for 44 yards to lead the Wildcats down the field, 
while the score came on a 39-yard halfback pass from 
Logan West to Vinson Flowers. The extra point try failed, 
and with 11:52 left in the second quarter Elba’s lead stood 
at 15-6. 

Elba began its next series near midfield and this time it 
took the Tigers six plays to cover the 47 yards to the end- 
zone. A 10-yard pass from Prince to Brandon Epps on third 
down and three kept the drive alive early, while the touch- 
down came when Prince got outside the Florala defense and 
raced into the endzone from 18 yards out. Wise again 
turned a low snap into a two-point conversion, and with 
9:32 left on the quarter the Tigers lead was up to 23-6. 

Elba turned the ball over on its next possession, but re- 
gained possession at its own 45-yardline after a defensive 
stop, and went 55 yards in five plays to extend its lead. Col- 
lin Harrison rushed for 42 yards on three carries to get the 
scoring drive off to a fast start, while Iverson Lane capped 
off the drive with a 3-yard touchdown run. Lane also ran 
in the two-point conversion as the Tigers opened up a com- 
manding 31-6 lead with 3:11 left in the half. 

Elba lost a fumble at the Florala 39-yardline on its initial 
possession of the third quarter and the Tiger turnover 
pumped life into the Wildcats as Florala scored three touch- 
downs in the game’s next eight minutes to cut the Elba lead 
to only five points! 

The Wildcats first score following the turnover came on 
a 61-yard drive that took ten plays and was sparked by the 
passing and running of Logan West. West completed three 
passes for 51 yards and rushed for seven yards on four 
carries, including a l-yard sneak up the middle for a touch- 
down. West passed to Austin Howell for the two-point con- 
version as Florala pulled within 31-14 with 6:38 left in the 
third quarter. 

Elba was forced to punt on its next series, and the Wild- 


cats brought their fans to their feet as Rashad Coleman 
fielded the punt, dodged a Tiger defense and raced up the 
sidelines 73 yards for a touchdown. A two-point try failed 
to produce points, but with 4:45 left in the quarter Florala 
was within 31-20, 

Florala regained possession at the Elba 26-yardline after 
a short 15-yard punt, and this time it took the Wildcats three 
plays to reach the endzone. A 23-yard pass from West to 
Howell was a key play in the short scoring drive, while 
West scored the touchdown on a 1-yard burst up the middle. 
A two-point try again failed to produce points. However, 
with 2:32 left in the quarter Elba’s lead had been chopped 
to 31-26. 

The cheering in the Florala bleachers didn’t last for long, 
as on the ensuing kickoff Ja’Quez Prince picked up the 
football near the goalline after it failed to roll into the end- 
zone, dodged a Wildcat defender inside the ten-yardline, 
and then took off down the sidelines on a 99-yard kickoff 
return for a Tiger touchdown. Iverson Lane ran in the two- 
point conversion as the Tigers stopped the bleeding and 
upped their lead to 39-26 with 2:15 still left in the quarter. 

Florala went back to the air on its ensuing possession, 
but this time the Tigers were ready as on the Wildcats first 
play from scrimmage Elba’s Ja’Quez Prince stepped in 
front the intended receiver, picked off the Wildcat pass, and 
returned the interception 31 yards for a touchdown. A two- 
point try failed to find the endzone, but with 2:00 remaining 
in a wild third quarter the Tigers were back in command 
with a 45-26 lead. 

Elba got the ball back near midfield after a defensive stop 
and the Tigers responded by going 47 yards in three plays 
to add to their lead. Collin Harrison got the call on all three 
plays and scored the touchdown on a 15-yard dash up the 
middle, while Carson Wise tacked on his third two-point 
conversion of the game after a low snap as Elba’s lead grew 
to 53-26 with 11:06 remaining in the fourth quarter. 

Elba regained possession at its own 47-yardline after 
another defensive stand and this time covered the 53 yards 
to the endzone in five plays to ice the win. Collin Harrison 
rushed for 50 yards on four carries during the scoring drive 
and capped the drive with a 13-yard touchdown jaunt, and 
also ran in the two-point conversion as the Tigers opened 
up a 61-26 lead with 7:28 left on the clock. 

Florala scored on a 12-yard pass from Logan West to 
Vinson Flowers on its ensuing possession and added two- 
points on a pass from West to Justin Ward to cut the Elba 
lead to 61-34 with 6:38 remaining in the game. However, 
the Tigers never gave the ball back as they set sails on a 
long time-consuming drive led by the running of JT Cole- 
man, and took a knee on three straight plays after reaching 
the Florala 4-yardline to finish off the 61-34 region win.
